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AIR QUALITY 
CONCERNS

ASTHMATICS and aller¬ 
gen sufferers in Weymouth 
could be at risk, as a gov¬ 
ernment report found parts 
of the town contained 
harmful levels of air pollu¬ 
tion. 

Weymouth and Portland 
Borough Council have de¬ 
clared Rodwell Road 
(Boot Hill) as an Air Qual¬ 
ity Management Area after 


it exceeded government air 
quality standards for nitro¬ 
gen dioxide levels. 

The report earlier this 
year also found King 
Street was nearing the 
government threshold for 
dangerous quantities of the 
pollutant, which is gener¬ 


ated through exhaust 
fumes. 

It is hoped that new 
measures in Weymouth’s 
Transport Package 2012 
will cure the problem, be¬ 
lieved to stem from the 
south bound traffic stop¬ 
ping and starting up Boot 


Hill towards Wyke round¬ 
about. 

Weymouth Transport 
Package project manager, 
Chris Mercer, said: “In the 
Boot Hill area there is a 
decline in air quality at the 
moment and it is failing 
government standards. 

“The transport package 
is going to improve air 
quality in both King Street 
and Boot Hill, which I be¬ 
lieve has serious problems. 

“First, if you reduce the 
standing traffic you reduce 
the amount of pollution in 
an area. The standing cars 
emit lots of exhaust fumes. 
So by reducing congestion 
and the time cars are sta¬ 
tionary you can reduce 
pollution.” 

A Department of the En¬ 
vironment report on air 
quality standards stated 
there is evidence that ex¬ 
posure to nitrogen dioxide 
could increase the reac¬ 
tions of asthmatics to cer¬ 
tain allergens. 

Nitrogen dioxide inhaled 
at moderate concentrations 
may also cause inflamma¬ 
tory reaction in the lungs 
or may make people more 
susceptible to allergens, 
such as those from house 
dust mites or grass. 

Nitrogen dioxide is mon-

He is currently busy with rehearsals for MAD's 
first show"Summer Holiday"on which he is the 
Musical Director.

Guildhall in February 2010. 


■ HOW does life in London compare to life on 
the coast? 

The one thing I sometimes get a bit frustrated with down 
here is that if you run out of milk after 11pm then you’re 
stuck. Or when I used to smoke and you wanted to nip 
out and get cigarettes at lam you couldn’t. Tesco opening 
in Lyme is a bit of a godsend really because they stay 
open really late. The pace of life is a lot slower. People 
are a lot more chilled out and there is no pressure. When 
I go up to London I have to spend a couple of hours gear¬ 
ing myself up because the way of life is so much faster. 
Everyone has got somewhere to go and something to do 
and its high pressure all the time. 

■ WHAT are the best TV shows you've worked 
on? 

My favourite was Friday Night with Jonathon Ross be¬ 
cause they always had a good mixture of guests and it 
was a good, fun production team. They are no longer my 
clients as Jonathon Ross set up his own production com¬ 
pany and took the show with him. 

■ WHAT are the best musicals you've worked on 
professionally? 

I would say 42nd Street was my favourite because I love 
all the big band swing music. I played on that when it 
was touring the country. 

■ WHAT made you decided to become a re¬ 
tained fire-fighter? 

When I moved down here everyone was really nice to 
me and went out of their way to help me feel settled and 
comfortable and I felt that I would like to give something 
back into the community. I thought the fire service would 
be quite a good way of doing that. 

■ WHY did you decide on Summer Holiday for 



your first show? 

We had a committee meeting and put it to a vote basically. 
It was one of four potential shows. We shortlisted The 
Buddy Holly Story, Summer Holiday, Back to the Eight¬ 
ies and Disco Inferno. Summer Holiday got the majority 
vote and that’s why we went for it. 

■ WHAT do you like about the show? 

I like the music. Cliff Richard gets such a bad press for 
his music but I think some of its really good. I don’t know 
why all of a sudden people turned on him. I like the music 
and I like that era. I’m not a huge fan of rock and roll but 
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I like the style of 60s music, and The Shadows aren’t that 
bad either. It’s a nice story, quite cheesy but a fun story 
and I think people will really enjoy it. 

■ WHO would you recommend the show to? 

I think it appeals to everybody really. You’ve got a nice 
simple story for younger kids to understand, you’ve got 
the music for lets say people in their 30s to 60s who re¬ 
member and appreciate it. And for the older people there 
are no scares. We have a cast of good looking lads as well 
of course so all the ladies will love it. I don’t think you 
could say that it targets a particular audience because it’s 
a family show for everybody. 

■ WHAT shows would you like to do in the fu¬ 
ture? 

There are quite a few shows that I would like to do. One 
of them is “Rent” but I am not sure whether our small 
communities are ready for such a wild story. We have 
ideas on what we are planning on doing but I will just re¬ 
serve that for a no comment at the moment. 

■ HOW are preparations going for next year's 
show? 

We are a strictly non-profit organisation so all the money 
that we make will go into this show and future shows and 
as such we need to do a lot of fundraising. Our next event 
is this Friday, December 11th where we have a Westlife 
tribute act, but they also do Take That and Boyzone and 
all sorts of things. My brother is in the band and they are 
coming down from Manchester for free to do the gig for 
us and help us raise money to put on the show. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a 
dinner party? 

My first would be the drummer Buddy Rich. I’d like him 
at my dinner party so I could steal a few ideas from him 
and get some lessons because he is a legend. My second 
would be Freddie Mercury. Although I wasn’t a great 
Queen fan when I was younger, I am now. I think that he 
was a tremendously talented man and I’d like to find out 
where he got his influences from. He was such a character 
that he would make the party quite wild. Finally it would 
be Stephen Fry because I love his intellect, he could en¬ 
tertain anybody.

itored using diffusion tubes, which enable an average 
measurement to be made after a period of four to five 
weeks exposure, and a chemiluminescent analyser, which 
gives “real-time” data. 

WPBC have increased the diffusion tube monitoring lo¬ 
cations along Boot Hill and King Street and have intro¬ 
duced new points for monitoring around the borough in 
conjunction with the Weymouth Transport Package. 

Plans also include installing two “real-time” analysers 
for both nitrogen dioxide and particles to the bottom of 
Boot Hill. WPBC are collating data from 2009 to submit 
a detailed assessment for nitrogen dioxide to DEFRA in 
April 2010 

Once that report is finalised and agreed by DEFRA, the 
council will conduct a public consultation about the dec¬ 
laration of the mandatory air quality management area. 

Tim Monro, Brief Holder for Environment and Sustain¬ 
ability, said it was clear the planned improvements under 
the Weymouth Transport Package for the 2012 Games 
would help alleviate congestion in this and other areas. 

“In the case of Boot Hill, the borough council has been 
proactive in securing funding from DEFRA and Dorset 
County Council to install state-of-the-art air quality 
measuring equipment, and will also be working with the 
Highways Agency,” he said. 

“I look forward to seeing improvements in the air qual¬ 
ity in the near future.”

Councillors urged not to 
cut support for veterans 


COUNCILLORS are being strongly urged to resist cut¬ 
ting cash support for Weymouth’s popular Veterans’ Ren¬ 
dezvous events. 

The council is facing a budget shortfall of more than 
£500,000 and many services and amenities are facing the 
axe. 

Deputy Weymouth and Portland Mayor Councillor Paul 
Kimber said: “We get £10,000 from the Ministry of De¬ 
fence towards holding the annual Veteran and Armed 
Forces Day. 

“I feel it is important for this day and the regular 
monthly veterans’ meetings to continue and not face fi¬ 
nancial problems which could be caused if the council 
cuts its support in the face of budget problems. 

“Former service veterans, who have seen action in all 
sorts of conflicts, are coming to the day and rendezvous 
mornings from all over the country. 

“These events have become part of Weymouth’s her¬ 
itage and are recognised internationally. 

“It would be a desperate shame to lose them and we, 
the council, have to make sure that they continue.” 

Mr Kimber was speaking at the December Veterans’ 
Rendezvous event in Weymouth Pavilion Ocean Room 
where he cut a special Christmas cake donated to the vet¬ 
erans by the Dorset Cake Company which also provided 
mince pies. 

Among veterans enjoying the festive feast was 94-year- 
old Frank Cornick of the Royal Artillery and 86-year-old 
Ernie Erratt of the Royal Tank Regiment who remem¬ 
bered very different Christmas fare back in the 1940s. 

Frank said: “The joints we used to get were more bone 
than meat, but we did get chicken and maybe beef at 
Christmas when the officers traditionally used to wait on

Police seek witnesses 
after two assaults 

A CHINESE takeaway manager has been viciously as¬ 
saulted by two youths. 

He refused to serve them because they had been 
causing problems, but they then punched and 
kicked the 31-year-old to the ground. 

Police are now appealing for witnesses to the at¬ 
tack outside the Golden Bridge at Chiswell, Portland, 
which left the manager with facial injuries. 

Sergeant Rachel Goodwin, of the Weymouth and 
Portland safer neighbourhood team said: "The two 
offenders had been causing problems and so they 
were refused custom and asked to leave. 

"The offenders were particularly aggressive to¬ 
wards the proprietor and punched and kicked him 
to the ground as well as holding him in a headlock 
outside the takeaway. He sustained cuts and bruises 
to his face. 

"This behaviour is unacceptable in our society and 
I need the public to help me to identify the two 16 
to 17-year-old boys responsible. 

"They were accompanied by two similar aged girls 
and I'd also like to speak with them as they will be 
able to help with my investigation into the assault. 

"I'd urge anyone who has any information at all 
about this incident or about the identities of those 
present to call the police in confidence."

■ POLICE in Weymouth are also appealing for wit¬ 
nesses and information after a man was assaulted on 
a bus in the town. 

The incident, in which three teenage boys repeat¬ 
edly struck a 42-year-old man as he rode on the First 
Bus Company Number 1 bus from Weymouth Town 
Bridge to Victoria Square in Portland, happened at 
around 2pm on Saturday, December 5th. 

Police Constable Nick Gravenor, of Weymouth po¬ 
lice, said: "The victim was sitting at the back of the 
bus - near three boys of around 16 or 17 years of age 
- and he had just pressed the 'stop' button as he 
neared Portland Square. 

"Without provocation, the three teenagers then 
punched the victim to the head and the face and this 
caused the man to lie on the floor as he shielded 
himself from their attacks. 

"After a short while, the attackers returned to their 
seats and the victim was able to alight from the bus." 

The victim sustained injuries to the head and face 
as a result of the assault. These injuries did not re¬ 
quire hospital treatment. 

PC Gravenor continued:"! would like to speak with 
anyone who witnessed this cowardly assault, and 
anyone with information about those responsible, 
as soon as possible. 

"I understand that the bus was fairly busy at the 
time of the attack and it may be that someone saw 
something that could help me with my investiga¬ 
tion." 


Vehicles will help residents to 
deal with crime and disorder 


CRIME fighting vehicles are to be intro¬ 
duced into Weymouth and Portland in a 
bid to create a focal point for partnership 
work and community engagement within 
borough. 

Residents are set to benefit in the new 
year from the Partners and Communities 
Together vehicles, thanks to funding from 
the Eastern and Western Dorset Crime and 
the Crime and Disorder Reduction Part¬ 
nerships (CDRP), Dorset. 

The vehicles will help Safer Neighbour¬ 
hood Officers, Dorset Fire and Rescue 
Service and local authority officers to get 
out into neighbourhoods, to give practical 
help and advice on improving safety and 
reducing anti-social behaviour. 

Each vehicle will be fitted with a DVD 
player and screen, so key multi-media 
messages can be shown, and the front 
seats can be turned around to face back¬ 
wards allowing for informal meetings 
with members of the public. 

CDRP Chair for the Western Division, 
Councillor Ron Coatsworth, said they 


were an essential link and part of an exer¬ 
cise to ensure people understand what is 
being done to help them with difficulties 
and protect them from the consequences 
of crime. 

“The vehicles will better enable our 
agencies to reach out and engage with our 
communities, with the clear objective of 
getting the community involved in issues 
to do with crime and disorder across 
Dorset. 

“They will be an essential tool in en¬ 
couraging communities to be an integral 
part of the partnership and contribute to 
achieving the high standards set in our 
Community Safety Plan.” 

The vehicles will enable partners from 
police, fire, housing, council, health and 
probation services better access to resi¬ 
dents across the county. As a result, this 
will make it easier to engage hard-to-reach 
communities, particularly in rural areas. 

Three vehicles have already arrived and 
are beginning to be used in Purbeck, 
Christchurch and West Dorset.

“It will lift the heart and 
spirit of the town.

’’said Malcolm Angel, 
chairman of Wimborne 


Chamber of Trade. 

Terry Whitworth said: 
“This was a particularly 
interesting project to be in¬ 
volved with because of its 
scale and the fact that it 
needs to have an appeal to 
all age groups within the 
community. From my 
original sketches I pro¬ 
duced the artwork at one- 
tenth scale using 
watercolour, inks and 
acrylics. This gave the fin¬ 
ished painting texture and 
a luminous quality.” 

Lenschen Laffin, project 
co-ordinator of Terry 


Whitworth Design added: 
“So it could be reproduced 
to the full size and repli¬ 
cate the original, high 
quality digital scans were 
made by us before being 
sent to print.” 

The project had to be 
completed within four 
weeks of being chosen and 
it will be displayed until 
June 2010.

WEYMOUTH and Port¬ 
land business leaders were 
impressed by the town’s 
new relief road when they 
visited the scheme. 

Mickey Jones of DJ 
Property and David Nor¬

Mr Norman agreed and 
said: “I was really im¬ 
pressed with the relief road 
construction. 

“This road will signifi¬ 
cantly improve access to 
Weymouth for our cus¬ 
tomers and has the poten¬ 
tial to provide additional 
flexibilities for Condor 
Ferries in operating its 
services. We have been 
waiting a long time for this 
and I can’t wait for it to 


open.” 

Weymouth and Portland 
economy spokesman Coun 
Geoff Petherick said: “I 
am delighted that business 
leaders have been to see 
the relief road. 

“It is important that they 
act as ambassadors for the 
borough in highlighting 
the business opportunities 
here and the contribution 
that the road will make to 
making the area more at¬ 
tractive for business.” 

Once the relief road is 
complete the county coun¬ 
cil said it would improve 
the transport infrastructure 
for the Weymouth and 
Portland area and help 
economic growth in the 
area. 

Dorset County Council 
cabinet member for trans¬ 
port Colonel Geoffrey 
Brierley said: “At the mo¬ 
ment businesses in the 


Weymouth and Portland 
area can have a tough time 
getting deliveries as the 
A353 through Pox well and 
Osmington is a narrow and 
winding road and the A354 
has a height restriction due 
to the railway bridge. 

“There can also be prob¬ 
lems with deliveries due to 
the unpredictable journey 
times on the A354. 
“The Weymouth relief 
road will release busi¬ 
nesses from the strangle¬ 
hold our current road 
system has them in and 
will also help attract other 
businesses to the area.” 

Other visitors to the 
scheme have included 
local schoolchildren, 
county and borough coun¬ 
cillors, representatives 
from the Olympic Deliv¬ 
ery Authority, South 
Dorset MP Jim Knight and 
members of Weymouth 
and Portland Chamber of 
Commerce and Portland 
Rotary Club. 


Effort to reduce congestion 
will mean dearer car parking

A SERIES of measures designed to 
cut congestion in Weymouth’s town 
centre by increasing car-parking 
charges could be implemented by 
next summer after councillors waved 
through proposals. 

Members of Weymouth and Port¬ 
land Borough Council’s Manage¬ 
ment Committee have agreed to the 
radical steps to reduce congestion 
whilst boosting the council’s coffers 
by an estimated £250,000 a year. 

Described as “convenience 
charges”, the plans are designed to 
push drivers to the outskirts of the 
town after a Place Survey for the 
Audit Commission showed 52 per 
cent of residents wanted to see traffic 
congestion reduced. 

Under the proposals, which will 
now put out to consultation, resi¬ 
dents will also be hit with a £20 in¬ 
crease in parking permit costs over 
the next three years. 

The agreement will go some way 
to plugging a £700,000 funding 
shortfall, although any profit made 
from the proposals would have to be 
ploughed back into traffic and trans¬ 
port schemes. 


Councillor Tim Monroe said: “The 
burden is going to switch from the 
tourist to residents who have to pay 
more for parking. It’s been a tourist 
tax, now looking to move it to local 
residents. 

However, despite believing the pay 
back period was to long - it will take 
four years to recoup the initial trans¬ 
fer costs -Councillor Monroe said he 
would be supporting the proposals. 

The committee’s chair, Councillor 
Mike Goodman, said he believed the 
changes would stop motorists driv¬ 
ing around the town centre in the 
hope of finding free parking spaces. 

“If they know there is no on-street 
parking without charge people will 
decide to park further out and walk 
or pay for the convenience and go to 
a car-park or a meter if it’s more con¬ 
venient for them,” he said. 

Edge of town parking - at the 
Swannery for example - will see 
fees reduced from £1.30 to 80p per 
hour, whilst drivers parking in the 
town centre will face a fee increase 


from 80p to £1.30 per hour. 

In co-operation with local access 
group the council have created 81 
wide spaces in off street car parks 
over the last 12 months, taking the 
total number to 126 spaces. 

Councillor Christine James Brief 
holder for Transport and Infrastruc¬ 
ture said managing the supply and 
price of car parking was just one of 
the tools they could use to reduce 
congestion, with a number of poli¬ 
cies to improve local transport and 
ease congestion in the Local Trans¬ 
port Plan. 

Councillor Peter Chapman Brief 
holder for Finance and Assets said: 
“The Council is facing some hard 
choices if it is to continue to provide 
vital services to our residents. The 
funding shortfall is around £700,000 
and the proposed move to conven¬ 
ience charging would make a signif¬ 
icant contribution to meeting that 
figure, whilst reducing the level of 
traffic congestion in the town cen¬ 
tre.” 


Moves to ease Pavilion drain on resources 


IMPROVEMENTS to increase the commercial and com¬ 
munity usage of Weymouth Pavilion will go a long way 
towards stopping the current haemorrhaging of 
£100,000 a year by the facility. 

Moves to the incorporate the TIC, use by Weymouth 
College catering students and introducing further car 
parking charges at the site could see the Pavilion saving 
£180,000 within two years. 

A report to Weymouth and Portland Borough Coun¬ 
cil's Management Committee heard how the initial 
plans addressed short term requirements but the com¬ 
plex's long term viability still remained linked to future 
investment. 

The committee agreed to work on developing the re¬ 
sources, conditions and timescales to keep the Pavilion 
going, whilst also agreeing to a recommendation to 
look at the future sale of the complex. 

The decision was summed up by Finance and Assets 
briefholder, Councillor Peter Chapman, who said: "We 
don't want to tie our options up at the moment." 


The big talking point was the relocation of the TIC, 
which Councillor Howard Legg thought would be 
counter productive, given it would create more traffic 
through the town at a time when the council was trying 
to ease congestion. 

However, Councillor Brendon Webster said: "If people 
want to go to the TIC they should bring them down to 
the Pavilion. We could create a one stop shop for all vis¬ 
itor information needs, so I think that's useful. 

"There's some real advantages in having it on the 
peninsula. We've got a really good opportunity to do 
something better with this because of 2012." 

It was also agreed to incur expenditure of £107,792 
from the Pavilion Redevelopment reserve to pay for the 
required health and safety works to the building in the 
next two years. 

A one-day conference is also set to be held for Pavil¬ 
ion stakeholders involving businesses, arts organisa¬ 
tions, social enterprises operators and selected users 
and community groups.

T ORRENTIAL rain has drenched Weymouth in 
its fifth wettest November since records 
began in 1884. 

The town was soaked by more than 166mm of 
rainfall, nearly double its average of 84.5mm. 

Weymouth weatherman Bob Poots said: "This 
was an exceptional month for rainfall in Wey¬ 
mouth. 

"The town's highest figures for November came 
in 1940 with 214.1 mm while there were 204mm in 
2002, but this year still had the fifth highest No¬ 
vember rainfall since records began way back in 
1884. We even had more than an inch of rain in 
just five and a half hours on November 28." 

November was so wet that Weymouth only had 
three dry days, boosting total rainfall for the year 
to 706.5mm or 45.7mm above the 30-year aver¬ 
age. 

Gale force winds were recorded on 20 days while 
winds were so fierce on the weekend of November 
14-15 that they were too strong for Mr Poots' 
anemometer to record. 

He said: "The anemometer goes up to 90mph - 
well into hurricane strength winds - so the gusts 
that weekend were above that and may have ap¬ 
proached 10Omph." 

Sunshine still managed to be just above the No¬ 
vember average of nearly 82 hours and reached 
nearly 92 hours while sunshine levels for the year 
stand at 1,887 hours which is 174 hours above av¬ 
erage. 

Hail was noted twice on November 26. 
Temperatures for the month were all well above 
average with the maximum up 1.5 degrees Centi¬ 
grade at 13C, the average up 2.9C at 9.1 C, the 
mean up 2.2C at 11.1C and the average sea tem¬ 
perature up 0.8C at 13.3C.

WEYMOUTH'S Blue Square South revival was derailed 
in a classic game of two halves at Cressing Road. 

The Terras travelled to Essex full of confidence fol¬ 
lowing a decent run of form under caretaker boss, Ian 
Hutchinson. 

Hutchinson said: "A game of two halves is the right 
decryption. We were sloppy in the first half and gave 
them an easy 3-0 lead. 

But hopes of that continuing were scuppered in the 
opening 45 minutes with the hosts racing into a three 
goal lead. Weymouth hit back with two goals after the 
break, but it was Town who hung on for the points. 

"At half-time a few choice words were said by myself 
and assistant, Andy Mason, and the lads responded 
well. Too be honest, we could and probably should 
have gone on to win it in the end." 

Braintree got the perfect start when George Purcell 
broke free of the Weymouth offside trap and lobbed 
stranded goalkeeper Ryan Harrison from 25 yards 
after just two minutes. 

Ten minutes later Sean Marks was released in theTer- 
ras 18-yard box and rifled his shot passed Harrison, 
only to see his effort ruled out for offside. 

On 20 minutes Purcell crossed from the left flank for 
the unmarked Marks who headed home from close 
range through Harrison's hands. 

Weymouth's best effort came on the half hour when 
Josh Llewellyn released Jake Reid who saw his shot 
well saved by Braintree keeper David Blackmore. 

On 40 minutes Purcell shot just over from the edge 
of the box before adding Braintree's third on the 
stroke of half-time. Breaking from half-way, he raced 
to the edge of the visitors 18 yard box before drilling 
a stinging drive past Harrison to make it three for the 
hosts. 

After the break Braintree eased off slightly, allowing 
the visitors into the contest. 

And on 53 minutes Weymouth broke on the left, 
Matt Groves saw his effort come back off the bar, but 
Josh Llewellyn followed up to score from close range. 

An unlikely comeback then looked a distinct possi¬ 
bility on 75 minutes when Hutchinson's men were 
awarded a penalty.. 

Lynvall Duncan was adjudged to have impeded 
Llewellyn and Jake Reid drilled his spot kick into the 
bottom right corner. 

The last 15 minutes saw both sides enjoy chances. 
On 77 minutes Matt Game saw his effort palmed over 
by Harrison and then Duncan headed against the bar 
from the resultant corner. 


Blackmore then had to be at his best to pull off a 
great save to deny Llewellyn, while Braintree substi¬ 
tute Reece Harris saw his mazy run ended by Harrison 
when it looked easier to score. 

But the Braintree defence held on to secure the three 
points. 

Hutchinson added: "It was a disappointing result in 
the end and certainly we threw at least a point away. 
We dropped our standards in the first half and that 
was annoying. 

"But I have to say that following the break we were 
much the better side and I pleased with the way the 
boys responded. In the last five minutes we could 
have won it, let alone draw the game, and so that's 
why we've come away really disappointed." 

■ WEYMOUTH will be without defender Matt Bound 
until the New Year. 

The fans'favourite rejoined the Terras in August but has 
not been seen since the team's I-I draw at Newport 
County on September 16th due to work commitments. 

New boss Ian Hutchinson had hoped to have Bound 
back over the busy Christmas period but has now re¬ 
signed to being without the him until early 2010. 

He explained: "Matt is a big player for us in every way 
and we certainly miss having him about. It's as much 
what he offers off the park as what he gives on it. We've 
got a very young and inexperienced squad and that's one 
of the big reasons my predecessor, Matthew Hale, 
brought Boundy in. 

"Unfortunately work commitments have limited his 
availability which is a shame. He deals in property over 
in Bulgaria and spends a lot of his weekends travelling. 
But it can't be helped and Matt has been up front with us 
throughout." 

He added: "We stay in regular contact and the good 
news is that he should be back available in the New Year. 
That's great news for us and we look forward to welcom¬ 
ing him back."

PHIL Bartlett has assured Wildcats fans that the recent 
change of ownership at Weymouth Football Club will 
have no effect on the town's speedway team. 

George Rolls took over the Terras a fortnight ago just 
minutes before the club were due to go out of business. 

The Wildcats race behind the View From Stadium on the 
Terras old training ground and use the stadium dressing 
rooms and car park facilities. 

However, the track itself is owned by Wessex Delivery 
LLP - the company that includes among its directors, for¬ 
mer Terras chairman, Malcolm Curtis. 

Bartlett told the Speedway Star that it'makes no differ¬ 
ence whether the football club goes bust or runs'. 

He said: "Obviously the football club has changed 
hands and there is a new owner in place, but it doesn't 
really affect us.

And he'll have to find two new reserves following the 
departures to Newport of both Tim Webster and James 
White-Williams.

RYAN Hill and Kyle Critchell repaid care¬ 
taker-manager Ashley Vickers faith in sign¬ 
ing them both, by contributing to the goals 
that finally overcame a dogged Hampton & 
Richmond side that finished with just nine 
men. 

Hill blasted home a 65th minute equaliser 
before Critchell's long diagonal ball set up 
Matt Groves to grab the Magpies winner 
nine minutes from the end, and give Vickers 
his first win since taking the reins two 
weeks ago. 

Following a nondescript first half in which 
the visitors took the lead, it looked as if Vick¬ 
ers own spirit and determination had not 
rubbed off on his players as the Magpies 
failed to conjure any clear cut chances 
against a side that were just above them in 
the league.

Weymouth seconds too were without a game, for their op¬ 
ponents, Puddletown seconds had withdrawn from the 
league. 

PUDDLETOWN 6pts WEYMOUTH 45pts 

THIS was very much “a game of two halves” as our soccer 
cousins would have said. It would have come as a consider¬ 
able relief to Weymouth when, just before the interval, Will 
Quick put Allen away and he touched down. Peplow kicked 
the conversion to add to his earlier penalty goal and this gave 
his side a half time lead of 10-6.

HAVING been faced with a pretty torrid time in the last few 
weeks, DORCHESTER have what should be a real respite 
on Saturday next. Their visitors, BRADFORD ON AVON 
have not managed a league win so far this season, and lie at 
the foot of the Southern Counties League (South) as a con¬ 
sequence. 


Having lost to the three top clubs away from home, Dorch¬ 
ester should really look to this game to get themselves back 
on track (not that they have slipped too far from it). They can 
still have a big say in the promotion race for they have just 
to play the three clubs who currently lie above them at home.

STACEY APPOINTED 
AS NEW PRESIDENT 

A MAN who started supporting DorchesterTown Football 
Club as a teenager has just been appointed the club's new 
president after a lifetime raising funds for the club. 

Stacey Legge started supporting the Magpies as a 16- 
year-old when it was reformed in 1946. The club were 
then in Dorset League South. 

The 78-year-old has been involved in a number of as¬ 
pects, particularly fundraising, over the years culminating 
in the appointment of the highest post in the club, suc¬ 
ceeding another stalwart Albert Miller who resigned last 
year. 

The club joined the Western League in 1947 and Stacey 
joined the newly-formed supporters club and became a 
member of the football club committee, where he carried 
out car park duties. 

Called up for National Service, Stacey continued to sup¬ 
port the club whenever possible and from wherever he 
was stationed in the Royal Navy. 

Back in Civvy Street he became dance secretary in 1953 
where the almost weekly dances became a regular source 
of income to funds. 

The following year he became a voluntary construction 
worker helping to erect terracing at the old Avenue Sta¬ 
dium on which Tesco now stands. The terracing took two 
years to build and remained until the ground was demol¬ 
ished in the late 1990's. 

In 1958 he was active in promoting the'Lucky Six'com¬ 
petition, a forerunner to lotteries, and then in 1963 helped 
form 'The Friends of Magpies' at a time when the club was 
in dire financial difficulties and contemplating returning 
to the Dorset League. 

The scheme raised considerable funds for the club, not 
in opposition to the supporters club efforts but in addi¬ 
tion, the highlight being the annual Donkey Derby. 

Stacey's next fundraising effort came as part of the com¬ 
mittee responsible for the very successful weekly bingo 
sessions which ran until the late 70's.This was a major and 
successful source of income for the club, of which, follow¬ 
ing a rather lengthy legal battle they became the first or¬ 
ganisation in town to offer cash prizes under license from 
the Gaming Board. 

This led to Stacey running the'Moonraker'scratch card 
lottery, a full time job for him. With a top prize of £1000 
this became a massive earner for the Magpies across the 
county where it was in fierce competition with Weymouth 
FC's'Goldliner'lottery. 

Stacey was also running the club shop, something he 
developed over a number of years at both the old and 
new grounds. 

In 1978 he joined the management committee (a fore¬ 
runner to the board) and became press officer. 


1980 saw Stacey meet two sporting giants in cricket 
commentator Brian Johnson, guest speaker at a huge cen¬ 
tenary dinner at Brewery Sports Ground, and the late, 
great Bobby Moore at a celebrity lunch. 

In 1987 he co-edited'Flistory of the Magpies'a facts and 
figures book about the club, and when the club moved to 
the new ground in 1990 became a founder director of 
DorchesterTown FC Ltd. 

That same year he was elected to the management 
committee of the Southern Football League, a post he 
held for seven years. 

You will see Stacey sat by the front door when you enter 
the Jewson Stadium most weeks, a very dapper and proud 
man, meeting and greeting people. 

"I would like to pay tribute to my predecessor Albert 
Miller who has been such a servant to the club and some¬ 
one I learned a lot from. 

"I still hold shares in the club and attend most matches 
both home and away, and will always hold the welfare of 
the club as paramount!"

HUTCH LOOKING TO CAUSE AN UPSET 


IAN Hutchinson is hoping to give Weymouth fans the per¬ 
fect early Christmas present on Saturday. 

The Terras entertain Conference Premier, Salisbury City, in 
the FA Trophy first round at the View From Stadium (3pm). 
Despite being rank outsiders to win the tie, Weymouth's 
boss reckons the Terras have what it takes to cause a big 
upset. 

"It's a great draw for us," he said. "They'll be a big crowd 
packed in and it's going to be good playing a side from the 
Conference Premier.
